HOW TO BATHE IN WINTER. 


Geme Valuable Hints from a Physician os 
an Impertant Sebject. 

“I will tell you how to get a Russian 
steam bath at home that will be nearly 
as satisfactory as if you paid 81 for it at 
an hammam,” said the physician. ‘Just 
have a big firebrick heated red hot in the 
kitchen range and place it upon an irun 
stool or some such thing. Then stand a 
chair over the stool. Sit down on the 
chair and have a four leaved screen put 
around you, with a blanket thrown over 
the top. Thus you will find yourself in 
a sort of closet, and, having been previ- 
ously provided with a jug of hot water, 
you amuse yourself by pouring it very 
elowly over the hot brick. The water, 


It would take more than 81 to induce 
me to go through sucha self inflicted 
ordeal,” remarked The Star reporter. 
“A cold bath is good enough for me.” 

“Do you mean cold air or cold water? 

“Why, cold water, of course; I never 
beard of such a thing as acold air bath.” 

„Cold air baths are excellent, never- 
theless, and I strongly recommend them 
as a tonic for persons who are not strong 
enough to indulge in cold water. In 
taking one the bather should open a bed- 
room window wide—upon rising in the 
morning is the proper timc—and stand 
in the cold air perfectly nude, mean- 
while rubbing the limbs and body vigor. 
ously with a dry towel. There is nc 
danger of catching cold, even when the 
thermometer is down to zero outside, 
forthe reason that the sensitive pore: 
of the skin contract under the expusure 
eo as to make it a first rate protection. 

As for cold water baths, I deem them 
excellent for people of abundant vitality, 
but the trouble is that very many who 
take them are not strong cnough to en- 
dure their effects. Nobody who is in 
the least delieate should over touch cold 
water for bathing purposes. In the case 
of a robust individual, the blood driven 
from the surface of the body by cold 
water comes quickly rushing back again 
under the ministrations of a brisk rub 
and a delightful glow is felt. But a 
weakly person, whose vital organs are 
not sufficiently vigorous to send the 
blood swiftly back to the superficial 
blood vessels, fails to experience the 
health betokoning ‘reaction’ and is very 
apt to feel a faintness instead. How- 
ever, there are mild ways of taking cold 
water baths which do very well in win- 
ter, as well as in summer, for those whe 
are only moderately vigorous.” 

“Such as what, doctor?“ 

“The miidest process is cimply to dip 
atowel in cold water and wet only one 
portion ef the body a: s time, taking the 
paris sucecssively—first an arm, then @ 
les, and seen votil the ablation is com 
pleted, each part being rubbed dry be 
fore the mest is moitiened. In this way 
shock is avoided. For a reasonably 
strong person the best pian is to use a 
towel copped in cold water in the crdi- 
na ry fashion, with a thorough rubbing, 
of course, to follow. But do not indulge 
in any of this nousense in the way of 
harsh towels and flesh brushes, which 
merely serve to get up a local irritation; 
soft towels are tauc!: better to rub with. 
A gentler method cf coll bathing thar 
the plunge, and a very good one, is tc 
stand up in the tub and squeeze a sponge 
over your head; a disadvantage of this 
plan is that it is rather too shivery to be 
comfortable. The kind of bath J usu. 
ally advise, unless the patient is weakly, 
consists in going over the entire body. 
after getting up each morning, with e 
towel wrung out in cold water as quickly 
2s posible, the dry rub following. In 
rubbing after a bath the attention should 
be given almost wholly to the limbs; the 
body circulation is active enough to take 
care of itself. 

“How about hot bathe?” 

„Hot baths should net be too bot, and 
they should not be stayed in long. clee 
the effect will be to partially paralyze the 
little blood vessels that form a network 
all over the body beneath the skin, thus 
disordering the circulation. You can 
eee this effect for yourself by observing 
how quickiy the fingers become wrinkled 
at the cxtremities when held in hot 
water, the blood leaving the surface. 
The best time to take warm baths is at 
night, and two a week are pleniy for the 

of cleanliness. Bathing is fre 
quently overdone by people whoare over 
nico about their persons. Turkish baths 
should not bo taken on cold days, unlese 
the bather is very remarkably robust, 
and never more than once a week. I 
am not in favor of too much bathing.”

Mrs. Willing was the daughter of Hon. 
J. L. Tillinghast, of Rhode Island, and 
at the time of her marriage was consid- 
ered one of the most beautiful women 
and one of the greatest belles of society 
in the eastern part of the United States. 
Endowed with great wealth and occu- 

g hich social position, she devoted 

If to works of philanthropy. She 
founded, among other institutions, the 
first day nursery fu Philadelphia, if not 
im the country. But she had a special 
life work, a favorite theory and a pecu- 
liar form of benevolence. She did not 
believe that kindness was limited to the 
human race, but should be extended to 
the dumb creatures of the field and the 
domestic pets of the hcarthstone. Her 
theory was prevontive rather than re- 
parative. Instead of founding animal 
asylums, or hespitals, she believed in 
educating the masses from the tenderest 
age of childhood in humane principles, 
and was largely instrumental in inducing 
the board of public education to con- 
fine the teaching of kindness to the 
brute creation, as part of the course of 
echool instruction, and to supply, with 
the smallest possible encroachment upon 
time, and without expense to the schools, 
the simple system of humane education, 
which has been already accepted by 
teachers and directors in many sections, 
comprising great numbers of schools. 
In this work she was the pioneer in thie 
country. 

Encouraged by the principal and the 
directors of the Locust street schools, in 
1874 she formed a society among the 
boys of the Grammar school, with the 
watchwords, ‘Reverence, Kindness, 
Courage,” and with the purpose of culti- 
rating amon; then elves habits of kind- 
ness, as well as protecting from cruelty 
whatever ‘nealed their care. It was 
called the Boys Society for the Protec 
tion of Animals,“ and held occasionai 
school meetings, under the guidance of 
the principal, who was president of the 
branch in his own school. 

There was recitation or reading of hu- 
mane literature euch as Longfellow’s 
poem, The Alarm Dell of Atri;” the 
Banner, the color of which represented 
that branch,was hung up, new members 
were enrolled by the presentation of a 
badze, there was a short address, and 
books, papers and cards were distributed 
for home reading. This simple organi- 
zation gradually extendcd with the sanc- 
tion of teachers and directors and tho 
6:renuous efforts of Mrs. Willing to 
seven boys’ grammar schools, carrying 
humane literature to thousands of homes. 
A reading room was provided where 
many excellent books and magazines 
could be enjoyed in the intervals of 
school hours and on holidays, and the 
“Boys’ S. P. A.” became a source of in- 
terest and cnjoyment as well as an influ- 
ence for good. 

About the same time the Band of Mer- 
cy movement was organized in England, 
and during the next cighteen months 
rapidly extended. In the meantime Hon. 
George T. Angell and Rev. Thomas Tim- 
mins introduced the English Band of 
Mercy into the schools and homes of 
New England, and the Boys’ society, 
founded in Philadelphia by Mrs. Willing. 
followed their action by establishing one 
in this city, which within three years 
had reached a membership of 6,000, 
gathered by their own efforts and those 
of the committee of ladies, under the 
leadership of Mrs. Willing; working with 
them in miesion schools, homes, 
Sunday scools of all denominations and 
public schoola. The membership of the 
boys’ society being equally large, and its 
earlier members having come to man- 
hood, the two departments were in 1881 
consolidated under the name of “The 
Young American Humane union.” Its

religion; profession, occupation or trade; 
whether employed or wage earner; if 
wage-earner, the name of employer ; 
whether unemployed a week preceding 
the census ; if, employed the average 
number of han is employed dering the 
year ; ability to read or write ; wheth- 
er deaf and dumb, or of unsound mind. 
Schedule 2 calls for those who died 
during the preceding year, with other 
information concerning them; also 
facts and statistics regarding public 
institutions. Schedule 3, information 
about real estate, orchard products, 
nurseries, vineyards and market gar 
dens. Schedule 4, returns of farm 
products ; Schedule 5, live stock, an- 
imal products, home-made fabrics, eto. 
Schedule 7, products of the forest. 
Schedule 8, shipping and mining. 
Questions relating to all these varied 
interests will have to be asked and 
answered. The object of securing all 
this information is to furnish an ap- 
proximately correct idea of the popula- 
tion and resources of the country end 
its relative position among the nations. 
It is also to afford our legislators a 
a basis upon which they can legislate 
with accuracy. We hope that the peo- 
ple of this district will be ready to as- 
sist the Enumerators in every way pos- 
sible, and not be afraid to answer any 
questions they may ask. The act deal- 
ing with census returns says that fer 
false information or refusing to reply 
there shall be a penalty of from tive 
to forty dollars.

The energetic emigration campaign 
in which the Canadian Pacitic and 
Manitoba and North-west Railway 
Companies are now engaged in Dakota 
has resulted in rather unpleasant ex- 
periences for some of the companies’ 
representatives.

cessful farmers in that district. His 
views agree very much with the best 
light yet got by other observant farm- 
Thie subject I consider one of great 
importance to any agricultural district. 
In a new country like this where the 
farmer is breaking the virgin soil every 
year it has not been necessary for him 
to consider the best means of keeping 
up the fertility of the soil. Just as a 
constant drop will wear a stone, I have 
found by experience that repeated crop- 
ping of this prairie land will wear it out, 
and in time we will have to resort 
fertilizers of some sort to secure a pay- 
ing crop. As every farmer who keeps 
stock has a quantity of manure every 
year, I consider it advisable for him to 
apply it on his landinsuch a manner 
as to keep as near the original fertility 
as possible. 

I think most of you will agree with 
me it is almost impossible to apply 
manure in the spring to do any good. 
In the first place what is in the barn 
yard in the spring, with the exception 
of the droppings, is not manure. It is 
only tramped straw, and to have a 
large quantity of manure we must have 
the straw either all fed to the steck or 
tramped down in the yard, for I find 
that if left in piles it would not rot for 
years. In the second place it is frozen 
too long in the spring to do anything 
with, and if applied in the spring the 
seeds of foul weeds will yerminate. 
The way I proceeded at Rose Bank 
farm is this, I remove every thing in the 
yard as soon as possible after seeding, 
into a compost heap, covering the dry 
straw as much as possible with the wet 
manure, making the heap from 3 to 4 ft. 
deep, and let it remain there all sum- 
mer during which time, with summer 
rains, it undergoes a process of heating 
which destroys the seeds and leaves 
the manure in right shape tobe applied 
on the land. 

_ Now we oome to the question when 
Is the best tire to apply it and in what 
manner? Ae there is only one subject 

to be disenssed to-day I have introdue- 

ed a little mors matter into it in this 

form, “how to secure a yield of grain 

We 
know by summer fallowing and manur- 

ing we can grow a heavy crop of straw, 
with the chances in favor of it laying 
down or freezing, and by the time the 
fourth or fifth crop is grown it is get 
ting very light. Taking a rotation of 
five crops asa basis I have adopted 
this plan. I summer fallow one sixth 
of my land every year and take two 
crops of wheat off it, then in the fall 
when I have two-thirds of my wheat 
land plowed I commence putting in the 
manure on the part that has already 
had two crops of wheat, to prepare it 
for the third cropand to keep the fer- 
tility up for the following two crops of 
barley or oats. Another advantage in 
having the manure in a heap is this: 
vou can work at it for a week or two 
after the ground is frozen too hard to 
plow, and by spreading it as you put 
it on it is ready for the spring plowing, 
as I do not consider it injures it in the 
least to have it exposed all winter, as 
it is frozen too hard to be effected. 

Our land will stand manuring, and I 
think that I have hit the right time for 
doing it, to keep the yield of grain 
above the average and to dispose of the 
manure, at least such is my experience. 

I have always had a much larger yield 
of grain of all kinds than the average 
given officially by the Government. If 
there are any of you that have differ. 
ent modes or a more successful way of 
disposing ot manure I should lixe to 
hear of them, and I will abandon my 
way and adopt yours
